TOWN WARRANT 


(L. s.) STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE 


To the inhabitants of the town of Croydon qualified 
to vote in town affairs: 

You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall 
in said town, on the ninth day of March 1920, at ten 
o’clock in the forenoon, to act upon the following sub- 
jects: 

Article 1. To choose a town clerk for the ensuing 
year. 

2. To choose three selectmen for the ensuing year. 

3. To choose one or more, not to exceed three, 
highway agents. 

4. To choose a treasurer for the ensuing year. 

5. To choose a trustee of the trust funds for three 
years. 

6. To choose a collector of taxes, two or more 
auditors, library trustee for three years, fence viewers, 
measurers of wood, surveyors of lumber, and such other 
officers and agents as the town may judge necessary to 
be chosen. 

7. To see what sums of money the town will vote 
to raise for the maintenance of the West Side Trunk 
‘Line highway. 

8. To see if the town will vote to ask for State 
aid for highways. 

9. To see what sums of money the town will vote 
to raise for the repairs of highways and bridges. 

10. To see what sums of money the town will vote 
to raise for keeping the roads open during the winter. 
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11. To see what sums of money the town will voie 
to raise for other necessary town charges. 

12. To see if the town will vote to erect a “soldiers’ 
memorial,’ and raise money for the same. 

18. To see if the town will vote to appropriate a 
sufficient sum of money to purchase a new flag pole, 
and appoint a committee to sce that the work is done 
before May 30th. 

14. To see if the town will vote to discontinue the 
highway leading from H. R. Sanborn’s to the Hiram 
Clark place, so called, reserving the right of way to 
owners of land affected by the same. 

15. To see if the town will vote to discontinue the 
highway leading easterly from a point east of George 
Holbritter’s hardpan bank to the junction of the road 
with the highway leading from East Village to Ryder’s 
Corner. Also the highway leading from this road to 
the H. W. Fletcher house, reserving the right of way 
to owners of land affected by the discontinuance. 

16. To see if the town will vote to accept the giit 
‘of $100.00 from the late Helen M. Moore, the income 
of which is to be expended for the care of the family 
lot of the late Baldwin Humphrey. 

17. To see what action the town will vote to take 
in regard to the extermination of the white pine blister 
rust, and to raise money for the same. 

18. To transact any other business which may le- 
gally come before said meeting.

SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


To the School Board of Croydon: 

I hereby submit my first annual report as superin- 
tendent of school. 

Since entering upon my supervisory work in Sep- 
tember I have visited each of the Croydon schools nine 
times and I have held two teachers’ meetings. 

Miss Minnie E. Smith at the East Village school 
has a membership of fifteen pupils distributed in grades 
1, Il] and VII. The average attendance for twenty 
weeks has been 13.4. The percentage of attendance 
has been 96.1. , 

This rate of attendance is very gratifying as com- 
paratively few schools exceed it. The annual state 
average is about 93 per cent. 

Miss Sadie E. Muzzey at Croydon Flat school has 
had seventeen different pupils, but an average member- 
ship of only 12.6. The percentage of attendance is 
80.2. Some of the children of this school live at a 
distance of three miles from school. Inclement weather 
and bad traveling deter these children more often from 
school attendance. 

I find the children in both schools orderly in de- 
portment, interested in their work and industrious in 
their studies. Much good work is being done and in 
several instances the classes are making remarkably 
good progress. 

Necessary books and supplies have been purchased 
from time to time as the needs of the schools were 
noted. The market has been constantly rising. In 
some instances prices are twenty-five per cent higher 
than on the first of September.
